the conviction of an offender exceeding- 
ly difficult. 


REMEDIES P11OPOSED. 


The best plan so far suggested ia to 


practice a strict surveillance both on the 
Indians and Chinese. If notwithsta'nd- 
iag this the Indians manage to procure 
liquor, whenever they are found drunk, 
let them be placed in the calaboose, and 
put oa bread and water, until they dis- 
close where they procured their liquor. 
Though it may not succeed in convict- 
ing the guilty parties, it will provide the 
officers of the law, a clue to follow up.
